E. M. Atherly Captured, Marched Out of
Town and Fired Upon.

ow of a tree, ordered him o sdvance
ten paces. e stepped the ton paces
and then broke into 4 run, and a8 he
did 50 the two men opened fiee on
bim, liring about elght shots, one of
which eut a hole In bis shirt under the
left arm,
